What “Measured. Service Costs. 

As to the proposed United fr nchise, 
the ridiculously bigh rates prop ‘in the 
“measured service’ are’ clear ‘when: 'oné 
indulges. in a little simple arithmetic. Under 
the present system‘ as shown by statistics, 
the average charge for business, ‘telephones 
in Chicago,is one-half of 1 cent for.eacth con- 
nection. The proposed charge under. the 
pending ordinance is 8 cents for each excegs 
message or six times the present rate. 

It is also noted that the duration of the 
period of a conversation under the proposed 
plan is three minutes. That:is, there-is a 
charge of 3 cents for each three minutes or 
fraction thereof. If a subscriber uses a tele- 
phone three and one-half minutes the charge 
is G cents. For a ten minutes’ conversation 
he must pay for four connections—or 12 
Cents. 

One authentic case in Chicago is this: 
certain business house used its raat 
over 350 times in one particular day. At 
‘the 3 cent rate for measured servivve that 
house would have had to pay. for: the one 
use of.the telephone $10.30. .The same. 
‘ business house used its telephone more than 
200 times on, the average Guring one par- 
ticular week. 

All that is necessary is, for any Sane 
man to compute the probable charges that 
wiil be made against his telephone, on the 
basis of these figures, in order that he may 
realize the extent of the proposed holdup. _

Epoch of Chemical Discoveries. 

Some epoch making discoveries in science 
are being rapidly developed. Investiga- 
tions by Profs. Curie, Thomson, Ruther- 
ford, Crookés, and Lodge have carried us 
into an entirely unknown region in physics 
and chemistry where all analogies fail and 
all accepted views of nature and cf matter 
offer no assistance. 

A study of the radioactivity of the three 
new elements, radium, thorium, and uran- 
ium, shows that three kinds of rays are 
emitted. One kind consists of radially pro- 
jected atoms, matter which is thrown into 
space at the stupendous speed of 30,000 
miles per second. These particles emitted 
by radium are a thousand times more mas- 
sive than the negative electrons which are 
also thrown off at a smilar speed and which 
were long known under the name of radiant 
matter. They are positively instead of neg- 
atively charged, and, moving a hundred 
times faster than the fastest flying star, are 
the most rapid moving matter known. 

This property of loactivity has placed a 
new weapon in hands of the chemical 
analysiet, as superior in delicacy to existing 
methods as those of spectroscopy were when 
introduced forty years ago. Matter in quan- 
tities invisible under the microscope, which 
are unweightable, and which are beyond the 
range of detection even of the spectroscope, 
may be now quantitively investigated

Collection of Sayings Not Recorded in 
the New Testament Is Found by 
English Scholars Excavating the 
Mounds at Oxyorhyneus — Other 
Manuscripts Centain Parts of the 
Epitome of Livy, Covering Books 37, 
39, 49, and 55. 3

LONDON, June 27.—The interesting dis- 
covery at Oxyrhyncus, in 18097, by the 
Oxonians, Grenfell and Hunt, of the logia 
of Christ and other important papyrii will 
doubtless be remembered. The results of 
the brief examination of other papyril dis- 
covered by the same men in a second series 
of excavations fully justify the hopes ex- 
‘pressed in 1897 that Oxyrhyncus will prove 
® rich mine for the recovery of lost clas- 
sical and early Christian literature. Two 
and perhaps thre» more seasons’ work will 
be required to exhaust the more promising 
portions of the site, the mounds whereof 
eover an area surpassed by few ancient 
Egyptian towns. | 

The most interesting discovery in the 
second excavations is a third century 
fragment of a collection of the say of 
Jesus in similar style t> the so-called logia 
discovered in ‘897. 


Some of the New Sayings. 

The separate sayings introduced by the 
words * Jesus saith” are for the most part 
unrecorded elsewhere, though some which 
occur in the gospels, as ‘‘the kingdom of 
God is within you”’’ and “‘ many that are 
first shall be last,”’ etc., occur here in differ- 
ent surroundings. 

Six of the sayings are in imperfect condi- 
tion, but .the new logia papyrus supplies 
more evidence of its origin than its prede- 
eessor, for it,contains an introductory para- 
graph stating that what follows consisted 
of “‘ words: which Jesus, the living Lord, 
spake’ to two of his disciples, and, more- 
over, one of the uncanonical sayings is al- 
ready extant’in part. The conclusion of it 
is: ‘He that wanders shall reign, and he 
that reigns shall rest,” being quoted by 
Clement of Alexandria from the gospel, ac- 
cording to the Hebrews. 

It is, indeed, possible that this gospel was 
the source wherefrom all this second series 
of the logia was derived, or all or some may 
have been taken from the gospel according 
to the Egyptians, whereto Harnack and 
others referred in the logia found in 1897; 
but Grenfell and Hunt were disposed to re- 
gard both as a series of collections of say- 
ings currently ascribed to the Lord rather 
than extracts from any one uncanonical 


Livy Papyrii Discovered. 

Latin papyrii from Egypt are so rare that 
one containing a part of the epitome of Livy, 
covering books 87, 89. 49. and 55, are particu- 
larly interesting. All books later than the 
forty-fifth of Livy's history are lost, though 
an epitome of them is extant wherefrom, 
however. the papyrus now discovered differs 
largely in respect to the events selected for 
mention. 

The back of the Livy papyrus was subse- 
quently used for writing the text of.the Epi 
tle to the Hebrews. whereof a considerable 
portion is preserved, being much the largest 
piece of the new testament yet discovered, 

Another interesting biblical fragment 
comes from the Septuagent version of Gere- 
sis. It probably is a century older than any 
extant vellum manuscripts. Among the nu- 
merous fragments of lost Greek classics is a 
first century B. C. papyrus containing an ode 
or odes of a poetess, perhaps Corinne, the 
rival and reputed instructress of Pindar.

Loftis, 


TURBINE BOAT A WONDER, 


NEW STYLE VESSEL CROSSES THE 
ENGLISH CHANNEL. 


Padbage from Felkestone to Calais Made | 


at the Rate of Twenty-three Knots

Bogus Lord Under Arrest. 

'“ Lord Barrington,"’ who lived at the hotel, 
was at once taken into custody under. sus- 
picion of having murdered McCann. He had 
been arrested the day after McCann disap- 
peared, but the police could find no evidence 
to hold him. He will be held pending in- 
vestigation. . 

A trunk belonging to Barrington was cap- 
tured by the police at Union station, where 
it had been taken today by Barrington pre- 
paratory to leaving the city. In the trunk 
were found a watch and rings belonging to 
McCann. 

At a late hour tonight Barrington admitted 
that he went with McCann on the St. Louis, 
St. Charles and Wegtern railroad on the 
night of June 18, but says he does not know 
where he got off. He admitted that he and 
McCann got off the train together. He ad- 
mitted that he walked back, but said he did 
so because he did not have any money, hay- 
ing given $27.50 to McCann four blocks from 
the Suburban garden. He admitted that he 
wrote the letter purporting to have been sent. 
by McCann to his wife, which told her he was 
with friends.

Tsilka, the baby’s 
mother, is about to start on a lecturing tour 
of the western country and is here complet- 
ing arrangements with her managers. | 

While * Present Conditions in Turkey ”’ 
will-be Mme. Tsilka’s subject, she will tell 
the story of the capture by the brigands of 
herself and Miss Ellen Stone, and will ex- 
hibit: Ellenchia, the- baby which was born 
while its mother was a captive. Ellenchia 
will be a year and 6 months old on July 4, 
and is a strong and seemingly intelligent 
child.

“The brigands were as kind to me after 
baby was born as they knew how to be,”’ 
said Mme. Tsilka; ‘“‘ but I suffered from a 
fever, and tor. three wecks was dreadfully ill. 
The wonder’is that we survived at all. It 
was a dreacful experience. We had no com- 
forts and little food. Often I had only one 
cup of water a day. They would give us 
some stuff they called bread, but it did not 
taste like bread. We were released three 
weeks after the brigands got their money. 
O, no; we did not see the money paid to 
them. The men who went away to get it 
never came back to the camp while we were 
there. 

* All we knew about the transaction was 
one day when two of the brigands took us 
out to the highway from our hiding place 
and said: * You can go to the village over 
there, where you will meét a man who will 
show you toa city a long way from here. 
Go to that city "—they meant Strumnitsa— 
‘and there you will be met by your friends.’ 
Of course, we did as they told us and had 
little trouble reaching our friends."’ 

Mme. Tsilka said that the brigands had 
been persecuted by the government and be- 
came outlaws originally for the purpose of 
seeking revenge.

Certain Members of the Council Said 
to Be Planning Opposition, but the 
Majority Is Expected to ‘Take 
Prompt Action Tomorrow Night in 
Behalf of the Ordinance That Means 
So Much tq the Public Health— 
Should Pass as It Stands. 


An effort is being made by certain mem- 
bers of the city council to stir up opposi- 
tion to the proposed milk ordinance when 
that measure comes up before the aldermanic 
body for passage next Monday night. 

In taking this course the aldermen are 
held to be acting with a number of milk 
dealers who are opposed to the ordinance, 
which aims to secure Chicago a! pure milk 
supply and requiring that skimmed milk 
shall be carried in cans which are painted 
a bright red. Despite the opposition, how- 
ever, sponsors for the measure believe that 
‘it will be passed at the next meeting of the 
council. 

“The new ordinance would break. up the 
lucrative trade which unscrupulous dealers 
have been carrying on with skimmed milk,” 
said a milk inspector of the health depart- 
ment. ‘*‘ Under the present system dishon- 
est dealers have been removing the tags 
from cans containing skimmed milk when 
inspectors were not about and selling the 
milk as the straight product. When they 
can buy skimmed milk for from'1% to 2 
cents a quart and sell it at 7 cents a quart 
it means a big profit. That is the source 
of the opposition which is developing.” 


Favored by Honest Dealers. 


'“ Honest milk dealers favor the new meas- 
ure as it stands,’’ asserted Milk Inspector 
Grady. “It insures to them that they will 
not have to compete with dishonest men 
_who have been selling skimmed milk as 
the ‘straight product. A number of deal- 
ers who have depots in the southwesterfi 
sections of the city are seeking to cause 
trouble, but I believe the passage of the 
measure is assured.”’ 

It is asserted that Ald, Cullerton and 
Cerveny will lead the fight on the ordinance, 
but other members of the council hold that 
it is imperative that the measure should be 
passed tomorrow night. With the summer 
season at hand and the council likely to ad- 
journ shortly for the vacation period, it is 
asserted that there should be no delay in 
enacting the ordinance, which would secure 
to citizens of Chicago a pure milk supply. 
Ald, Leachman, who drafted the measure, 
believes that it will pass despite the efforts 
of a small clique to sidetrack action. 

“The ‘measure has been fully thrashed 
out in committee,” said he, ‘“‘ and discussed 
both by dealers and citizens and by offi- 
clals of the health department. There is 
no need for any amendments to the ordi- 
nance. It is approved from end to end by 


| the health authorities. and should be passed 


as it stands. The measure should be made 
effective at once, for with the,heated period 
at hand the milk supply for the congested 
districts should be safeguarded in every 
way. I believe any opposition will be fu- 
tile and that the majority of the,council will 
insist on passing the ordinance at once.”’ 

Ald. Raymer, too, believes that the ordi- 
nance will pass. - 

“I understand that certain dealers who 
have depots in the southwestern section of 
the city have been trying to stir up opposi- 
“When the ordinance comes 


promptly and without any amendments. Its 
terms absolutely safegtfard the milk supply 
and the measure should become a law at 
once.” 

Dr. Jaques, head of the city laboratory, 
asserts that the red can provision must pass 
if the measure is to achieve its end. 

“ With dealers required to carry skimmed 
milk in red cans,’ said Dr. Jaques,.** the con- 
sumer will know at 4 glance what kind of 
milk he.is buying. There has been a sale of 
skimmed milk for straight milk despite the 
efforts of the milk inspectors. We have 
found that, when no inspectot is about, dis- 
honest dealers remove the tags and sell the 
skimmed product as straight milk. With 

.the red can provision in force there can be no 
dodging the law. The ordinance should be 
passed at once and just as it stands.’”’ 

The dealers who are trying to cause trou- 
ble argue that paifted cans are not clean and 
that the paint may affect the milk. 


| Red Cans Imperative. 
“That is mere talk,” said Dr. Jaques. 
“The paint cannot affect the milk in any 
way. The red can provision is one of the 
chief features of the ordinance and it must 


-pass if the law is to be effective and thus 


insure pure, clean milk. I regard the ordi- 
nance, as it now stands, as ideal in every 
way. Its defeat or its amendment will be a 
public: calamity. Citizens should see to it 
that their aldermanic representatives vote 
for the passage of the measure.”’ 

The measure requires, too, that all cans, 
dippers, and bottles shall be sterilized once 
every twenty-four hours. Dealers are pro- 
hibited from retaining cans for more than 
thirty-six hours, a provision requiring that 
all cans must be returned to shippers within 
thirty-six hours after being received by 
dealers. 

As the result of an investigation by the 
Children’s Hospital society a pure milk com- 
mission is preparing to distribute pure milk 
to hospitals and the children of the con- 
gested districts. Central quarters are be- 
ing established at the Thomas Hoyne school 
and from there milk will be distributed to 
the various social] settlements, dispensaries, 
and day nurseries which have offered to 


serve as distributing centers in the congested 
districts.

HOLY CITY CRUSADER HERE 


FORMER CHICAGOAN RETURNS TO 
CLAIM ESTATE. 


John Whiting, Member of “Overcom- 
ere” Band, Arrives from Jerusalem 
to Try to Secure Property Left Him 
and His Sister by Their Grand- 

_mother—Will Safeguarded Through 
the Testatrix’s Fear of the Com- 
munal Life of Religious Colony.

Like another crusader returned from holy 
wars, John Whiting has come to Chicago 
from the “ Overcomers,”’ the religious colony 
established by Chicagoans in Jerusalem 
more than a score of years ago. Mr. Whit- 
ing was born and reared in the community, 
but he has severed his connection with it to 
visit the land of his fathers and claim his 
share in an estate left by his grandmother. 

That the young man has forsaken the sect, 
his attorney will not say. Certain it ts, 
nevertheless, that considerations of cold dol- 
lars and cents have induced him-to leave 
the holy city and relatives to come to the 
United States, and the same considerations 
may induce him to become a permanent res- 
ident of this country. 


Restrictions Made by Will. 

The estate in which Mr. Whiting is inter- 
ested was .Jeft by Mrs. Mary E. Whiting, 
who died some years ago in Springfield, 
Mass. It amounts to nearly $80,000, .and 


‘Mr. Whiting and his sister, Miss Ruth Whit- 


ing, were bequeathed the greater part. But 
in a codicil to the will Mrs. Whiting stipu- 
lated the conditions under which her de- 
scendants might inherit her fortune. 

They were to be given their shares at any 
time, after the younger had attained ma- 
jority, that the trustee, Henry H. Bowman 
of SpringfieM, Mass., concluded that the 
money would go to their own individual pur- 
poses. In this restriction the grandmother 
expressed her fears of the reported com- 
munal life of the *“‘ Overcomers."’ How the 
trustee is to be persuaded that the heirs will 
conform to, the terms of the will Frank 
Crozier, their attorney, refused to say. 


Each Holds His Own Property. 
“No attempt will be made to break the 
“It is too late for that; but 
I contend that my clients can show that they 
are entitled by law to the estate. There is 
nothing to justify its being withheld from 
them. It is untrue that the *‘ Overcomers’ 
hold their property in common. 

“ They live together in one great household, 
the whole 120 of them, and with that their 
communal existence ceases. Each owns in- 
dividually his own property. The only way 
it can be said that they share together is in 
the application of their cardinal doctrine that 
no one can be permitted to be in want while 
others have plenty.”’ 

Founded by Chicago Lawyer. 

The ‘‘ Overcomers ” hvd their origin in the 
religious activity of Horatio G. Spafford, 
once a prominent attorney in Chicago. A 
great calamity befell bim—four of his chil- 
dren were drowned. Finding no consolation 


in worldly affairs, he turned to the solace’ 


of religion,-and became eo ardent as to at- 
tract to himself many others of like zeal. 

A short experience convinced the members 
of the band that Jerusalem was the one 
spot on earth where they could best realize 

heir ideals. With this was the conviction 

hat the signs of the times pointed to the 
coming of Christ at a near date, and they 
moved to the holy city. 

One of the band, William H. Rudy, oc- 
cupied a large stone house adjacent to the 
highest point on the walis of the city, and 
the others dweit nearby.

BANK ROBBERS LEAVE TOWN 


AFTER DIVIDING SPOILS. 


Friend of Jimmie Wharton Says Heand 
an Unknown Pertner Have Gone East 
with Cary Plunder. y 


“ Jimmy * Wharton, wanted for bank rob-. 
bery in half-a dozen of the eastern states, and 
said to be one of the men who blew open the 
safe of the Cary, Ill, bank early last 
Wednesday morning, left Chicago for the 
east yesterday in company with his supposed 
partner in the robbery. This statement is 
vouched for by a friend of Wharton's. The 
informant says that both Wharton and the 
companion, whose identity is.not known to 
Wharton's friend, belong to the aristocracy 
of cracksmen. 

Wharton is a young man, but he has en- 
gineered not less than two score daring rob- 
beries during the last eighteen months, and 
in every case the unknown partner has as- 
sisted him. The partner is a middle aged 
man. A few months ago he was captured in 
Ohio and locked up ina jail. While he was 
held perding his trial for bank robbery he 
escaped in a mysterious manner. Wharton 
was in the town the night he escaped. 

Both men are known to the police. Both 
are wanted on the charge of murder, and 
for robberies in Pennsyivania, Ohio, Indiana, 
and Kentucky. Their headquerters are in 
Chicago, and after robbing the Cary bank

‘New Orleans Clique, Headed by W. P. 


Brown, Accepts $4,000,000 Worth, 
and in Addition Takes 160,000 Bales 
During Week—Manufacturers Re- 
fuse to Buy—Members of Pool De- 
elare They Can Sell Enormous 
Holdings Without a Break. 


New York, June 27.—[Special.]—“ Can the 
New Orleans bull clique in cotton market sell .

This is the vital question which is now be- 
fore the cotton traders, who have seen prices 
forced up in the recent boom higher than at 
any time since the civil war. With the mills 
all over the United States and in England 
closing down it is believed by many traders 
that prices must collapse when the New 
Orleans pool, led by W. P, Brown, attempts 
td dispose of its enormous holdings. 3 


Pay for $4,000,000 Worth. 

Interest in the situation reached its height 
when the clique on “ notice day "* accepted 
and paid for $4,000,000 worth of July cotton. 
Last week the pool took 95,000 bales, which . 
had been stored in this city and Philadelphia. 
In addition the pool controls the entire visi- 
ble supply in New Orleans, amounting to 
50,000 bales, as well as other amounts in dif- 
rusihan cities, estimated to be at least 15,000 

es. 

In the cotton manufacturing trade the 
unanimity of opinion of manufacturers is 
not to buy at the present level of prices, It 
is stated further the manufacturers are hold- 
ing off from making contracts for next year's 
crop deliveries. 


| Pool Members Are Sanguine. 

2 A different opinion is held by the members 
of the bull pool, who control the market. 
They'say they are not only selling ample 
supplies of cotton at the present level of. 
prices but the manufacturers are only too 
anxious to get cotton at even the prevailing 
high prices. 

With these considerations in view, the 
opinions of a representative of the New Or- 
leans party in thie city, F. P, Hayne, mem- 
ber of the firm of Vincent & Hayne of New 
Orleans, who came here last week to super- 
vise the financing of July deliveries, is im- 
portant and interesting. He said: 

** In the first place I do not know anything 
about any corner in the cotton market, 
and, second, the manufacturers are buying 
cotton not only here but abroad. We expect 
to sell cotton not only In this country but fn 
Liverpool, Manchester, Germany, France, 
and Spain. Weare delivering cotton in these 
places and we expect to continue to do so. 
The foreigner requires our cotton and cannot 
get along without it.’’ 


English Cotton Mills Close.

LONDON, June 27.—"* Lancashire in a fight 
for life’ is the sensational summarization of 
the situation created in that county by Amer- 
ican operations in cotton. 

Last Thursday practically every cotton 
mill in south Lancashire closed its doors 
until next Tuesday morning. : 

With raw material at prices which show 
an increase of 30 per cent since April, leading 
manufacturers engaged in Lancashire's great 
industry are talking of the possibility of 
their trade going away from England alto- 
gether. 

Mr. Macara, president of the Federation of 
Master Cotton Spinners’ associations is quot- 
ed as saying that if things get much worse the 
capital upon which the cotton industry de- 
pends will go. 

Mr. Ashton, secretary of the Lancashire 
operatives’ union, has expressed the opinion 
that unless something is done the Lancashire 
cotton trade is doomed. 

In Oldham, where 35,000 people are em- 
ployed in. the cotton mills, their weekly 
earnings, which at usual times amount to be- 
tween $200,000 and $250,000, are now cut by 
one+third, and the number of looms standing 
idle is greater than is generally supposed.

Questions of Hours and Wages Left 
te Purther Negotiations or Arbitra- 
tion—Empleyes Agree Specifically

Article 2 contains this statement about the | 


point on which the strike was based—-employ- 
ment of union members exclusively: 
“Tt is agreed that no‘discrimination shall 


be made against members of the unions. It; | 


is understood and agreed by the parties 
hereto that nothing in the clause above set 
forth shall be held to interfere with or 
abridge the right of the employer to employ 
whomsoever he pleases, which right is freejy 
eonceded to the employer. The right of or- 
ganization. is also conceded to both parties 
and to their respective constituents.” 
~The same article digposes of the boast of 
the joint board of the unions that they wouki 
never treat with the organization of the 
hotel men as follows: : 

“Tt Is understood that the right of or- 
ganization above spoken of means. that the 
employers have the right to organize into 
associations, and that the employés have 
the right to organize into associations, and 
that the exercise of that right in any proper, 
lawful, and reasonable manner shall not be 
interfered with by either party.’ 

A conciliatory body is provided for, which 
is to pass on any differences that may arise. 
Should this body fail to reach a settlement, 
an arbitration board, as already provided for, 
will be created. No strike or lockout is to 
occur until all these peace means have been 
exhausted.

The presidents of less means are 
more likely to have their fortunes concen- 
trated in the bank's stock in order to in- 
crease their influence with the institution. 

Again, where banks are controlled by fam- 
ilies, the president's individual holdings do 
not represent his entire influence in the in- 
stitution. The Illinois Trust is a case in 
point, the bank being controlled by the 
Mitchell family.

New York, June 27.—({Special.)—The star 
3 year olds—Africander, winner of the Sub- 
urban, and Irish Lad, winner of the Brooklyn 
handicap—met upon even terms in the Ad- 
vance stakes, weight for age, at a mile and 
three furlongs today. In a magnificent horse 
race Africander was victorious by a length 
and a half, with frish Lad beating the5 year 
old Bonnibert by three parts of a length. 

Africander was superbly ridden by Odom 
and ran the distance in 2:19, clipping one and 
one-fifth seconds from the track record hung 
up by Clarence H,. Mackay'’s Kamara, with 
120 pounds, two years ago, and coming with- 
in a quarter of a second of equaling the 
| world’s record of 2:18% made by Sabine, a 
4 year old with 108 poynds, at Washington 
park July 5, 1804, : 

The winner was pronounced, after today’s 
triumph, to be not only the best 3 year old in 
the east but alse about the best racehorse 
in training at the present time. His success, 
which was scored over a good track, showed 
conclusively that the Suburban was a true 
run race, although heavy going always has 
been Africander’s forte. 

Irish Lad warmed up like a whirlwind, 
and when the crowd of 35,000 persons saw his 
impressive preliminary there was a rush to 
) the betting ring to take advantage of the pre- 
vailing odds of 11 to 100n the favorite. Maj.

McChesney not only packed the weight as 
though he was carrying a feather but gal- 
loped over Alan-a-Dale and Waewift on the 
end as though they were tied to a stake. As 
one horseman said, * He was only galloping, 
while those In front and behind him were 
running for all that was in theme” and. with 
their jockeys laboring equally as hard. 


Skeptics Needlessly Alarmed. 

There were some skeptics who thought eh 
big horse was laboring in the early part - 
the race, and that he would never get up — 
to the pair in front of him. Alan-e’-Dale 
and Waswift at the time were over two 
lengths before big 
they saw him crawl wu 
heaved a sigh of relief, and shouted their 
loudest when he hit the head of the straight 
a neck to the good. Coming as straight and 
true as a die, he crossed the line the éaatest 
kind of winner by two lengths.

Waswift Breaks in Front.

LONDON, June 27.—Mr. Chamberlain may 

be congratulated upon having buried the 
grain tax beyond the hope of resurrection. 
Having for a second time challenged the deci- 
sion of the house, this time in committee, he 
has been beaten by 416‘votes against 32. 
Such is the parliamentary majority against 
the nonprotectionis: agitation. It will, of 
course, be said that the Chamberlain scheme 
was not before the house, but that his scheme 
depends for its realization upon the taxing 
of foreign grain, and the house of commons, 
by more than ten to one, has saic that it shall 
not be taxed. : 
The goverment may appeal from the house 
of commons to the country, but it shows no 
disposition to do so. Indeed, the ministers 
cannot do it, for they are not agreed among 
themselves. The chancellor of the exchequer 
in plain, straightforward language defended 
the removal of the tax on Monday by the 
sound and solid arguments of the free trader. 
The grain tax, he pointed out, was paid by 
‘the consumer, and fell with especial severity 
upon the poorest of the poor. It could be jus- 
tified only by the necessities of war, and his 
colleagues in the eabinet had agreed unan!- 
mously with him when he advised its repeal.

Hence, twenty daily calls for a pri- 
vate house, a number which ordinarily 
would seem large, an be explained easily.

“measured service "—service so strictly | 
measured, indeed, that every minute counts 
against her. There is some justice in limit- 
ing the period to which one call may ex- 
tend, but manifestly there are great eppor- 
tunities for abuse in the “ measured serv- 
ice,” and the telephone company gets the 
benefit of every one of them. 

The Chicago Telephone company would 


‘‘measured service,” although it does not 
need to do so. It was organized with an 
original cash investment not exceeding 
$100,000. It now has a capitalization of 
} $12,000,000—$7,000,000 issued within the 
last three years—all of which practically 
has been saved out of its earnings, The 
value of the plant is put down at $12,300,- 
000, but it does not appear from the pub- 
lished reports that anything has _ been 
charged off for depreciation. - 

The company on its sma!! original invest- 
ment is making a profit of a million dollars 
a year, but it is not satisfied, although its 
profits have more than doubied in eight 
years. It wants a profit of $2,000,000 a 
year, and if that were had it would. want 
$4,000,000. It wants an indefinite extension 
of its privileges and the right to raise 
charges and exploit the comunity to an 
unlimited extent. © 

If ever there was a public service sus- 
ceptible of municipal ownership this is the 
one, ~The action of the telephone company 
with reference to the public promotes and. 
stimulates the municipal ownership move- 
ment more powerfully than anything that 
has been done in Chicago by a public service 
corporation in the last twenty years. — 


SAVE MONEY ON GARBAGE. 

Our methods of garbage removal! in Chi- 
eago are not only inadequate but extrava- 
gant. During the first quarter of this year, 
according to City Statistician Grosser, gar- 
bage removal cost us $170,000. And we were 
still in the clutches of that outlandish, out- 
dated system under which garbage is thrown 
into city dumps. 

Compare this record with the records 
made by other cities. Shoreditch, England, 
takes its household refuse to a municipal 
rendering station and there burns it so clev- 
erly as to conyert it into electric power, by 
means of which it lights its streets and 
houses and beats its public baths, laundry, 
and library. Cleveland, O., passes over the 
disposition of its garbage to a rendering 
company and brings down-its annual gar- 
bage bill to $70,000. Taunton, Mass., as 
Prof. Zueblin points out in his book on 
municipal progress, “has a system of feed- 


sustaining.”’ Boston, according to the same‘ 
authority, feeds about a quarter of its gar- 
bage to swine and delivers the rest to the 


All these schemes for getting rid of gar- 
bage possess two merits which our scheme 
lacks. They avoid the noisome and pestilen- 
tial dump and they save money. — 

- Let there be a change of attitude. Some 
city officials are given to leaning back in 
their chairs and talking volubly about the 
plentiful lack of money which abounds in 
their departments. Suppose they take some 
of the time they spend in this way and de- 
vote it to the introduction of methods by 
means of which the money we now have can 
be made to go farther and do more.

In an age when nothing succeeds like suc- | 


eess ahd when the end of being is to show 
results, President Hadley’s baccalaureate 
sermon has the sound: of a horn from elf- 
land faintly blowing. And yet it does not 
blow so faintly, either. Its tone is strong 
and bold. ‘Success in life \is not to be 
measured by the concrete results with which 
men can credit themselves.” 

Of course President Hadley does not sup- 
pose that he has here by any process of in- 
duction arrived at a demonstrable scientific 
truth. He means simply that if life be con- 
sidered coolly and dispassionately its con- 
crete results are not so lovely as in them- 
selves to make life lovely. In order to jus- 
tify life, in order to make it worth while, 
something must be found in it besides re- 
sults. Results are too much like dead sea 
apples, beauty to the eye, ashes in the 
mouth, 

The poet from whom President Hadley 
may have taken his text said that— 


* The deed, in the doing it; reaches its aim, 
The fact has a value apart from the fame. 
A greater delight in the doing repays, 

Scorn of lesser delights and laborious days. 
It was, therefore, too, that Gelett Burgess 
recently said— 

Not the quarry but the chase, 

Not the laurel but the race, 

Not the hazard but the play, 

Make me, Lord, enjoy alway. 
One finds some difficulty, however, in

many moralists ofghe day the social effect 


of an action is the feature of it that fixes its. 


value. If an action has good results, it is 
good. If it has bad results, it is bad. Lf it

President Hadley goes back of mechan- 
ical utilitarianism of this kind and finds a 
value in the courage, purity, unselfishness, 
and vigor of the individual soul quite apart 
from the conerete results of the existence 
of that soul. If results were the only thing 
to be considered man woyld still be in the 
position of the coral insect, which is valu- 
able because it builds its little cell in the 
coral reef and then dies, making its tomb 
the basis of more cells and part of the foun- 
dation of the future island. We judge the 
coral insect entirely by what it does. Man, 
however, thinks President Hadley, not only 
does but is, and we must judge him, not only 
by the results of his doing but by the char- 
acter of his being. 

In other words, there is some element in 
man which is not found in the rest of what 
the scientists.have taught us to call the 
cosmic process. Whether ent Hadley 
would call this element the supernatural or 
not, he evidently has, at any rate, the most 
implicit belief in its existeney:

A Vicious Telephone Ordinance. 
[From the Chicago Daily News, June 27.) 

Now that the council committee on gas, 
oil, and electric light has had the extraordi- 

nary effrontery to recommend for passage 
the thirty year ordinance of the United 
Telegraph, Telephone and Electric company 
the necessity for plain speaking¥about that 
, ordinance is apparent. 

There is not a recognized authority. on 
municipal service to be found anywhere in 
this wide world who does not know that 
such a thing as effective competition be-. 
tween two telephone companies in the same 
territory is an impossibility, just as com- 
petition between the People’s Gas company 
and the Ogden Gas company proved impossi- 
ble, in spite of the beautiful promises made 
by the promoters of the latter enterprise.’ 
Service of this sort is a natural monopoly 
and will wee remain such. The new 
ordinance, the- Daily News is convinced, if 
granted by the council will turn up before 
long tn the possession of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company, which is now operating un- 
der a franchise expiring in 1909. In grant- 
ing a new franchise to the company at the 
end of its present term reasonable rates and 
fair compensation to the city can be re- 
quired. The “low’”’ rates mentioned in the 
proposed ordinance of the United company, 
which has been recommended to the council, 
are a ghastly farce, gnd any sane man can 
see that they would work out in a manner 
absolutely injurious to a large proportion 
of the subscribers. To represent that they 
involve a reduction of rates is to tell an im- 
pudent falsehood. In short, this ordinance 
is as bad as anything that -the old “‘ boodle ” 
council evolved out of shameless bribery. 

The people of Chicago must not take it 
for granted that the council will kill this 
abominable ordinance. An important com- 
mittee has recommended its passage by a 
vote of 9 to 3 in the face of earnest and in- 
telligent opposition based on unanswerable 
arguments. Since reason and justice ap- 
parently have no part in shaping the actions 
of its advocates, the people must put them- 
selves in a position to defend their rights 
from the aggressions of their faithless rep- 
resentatives.

The sight of some pitcher plants recently suggested to my mind the close- 


ness of relationship which science of late days has been demonstrating to ~ 


exist between the nutriment processes of animals and plants. The lesson 
the story of the nepenthes and its neighbors may teach us is not one 
which we carafford lightly to pass by when we seek to tread on the “ * pas- 
tures green” of science. 

I presume my readers are familiar with the plants I have just indi- 
cated. They are called “ pitcher plants,” although they represent a varied 
enough group of organisms. @hey are all tropical as regards their habitat, 
and derive their name from the peculiar modifications which their leaves 


exhibit. Each leaf is supported on a long stalk, which below expands 


into a cavity or pitcher provided with a distinct lid representing the blade of 


the ordinary leaf. Some of these pitcher leaves are large. There is One — 


big Jeaf of this kind which could easily hold a small bird. There is devel- 
oped a distinct rim on the pitcher’s mouth, and it would sefm that until 
the leaf attains its full growth the lid closes its opening. At maturity the 
lid is raised and the colored hairs which cover i¢ drop off. These curious 
leaves glow with attractive hues, and, viewed from a distance, are flower-

Again, within the pitchers are found drowned insects 
in a state of decay and dissolution. Dr. Alfred Russel Wallace, in his 
“Malay Archipelago,” speaks of drinking the water of pitcher leaves. 
About half a pint was held in each. He adds that the water contained 
many insects and was warm, but was otherwise inviting and palatable 


enough to-thirsty men. Dr. Wallace tells us of pitchers which will hold ” 
“two quafts. In others the pitcher was twenty inches long, but narrow, 


and the plant grew to a length of twenty fect. 

Today science may be said to have solved the mystery which so long 
attached itself to these curious plants. First of all, we see in the bright- 
ness of their leaves an attraction to insects. They are lured by the eye, 
but they are also attracted by something more substantial, in the way of 
wherewithal to eat. At thé top of the pitcher there are honey glands, and 
also around the rim a honey store is found. These features would seem 
to indicate the offer of a free breakfast to the insect tribes. It is, however,

With the issuance of the report of the Erie 
railroad system for May there is confirmation

Men That a Movement from That 
Locality Is Certain Whether Boule- 
vard Is Constructed or Not~Handi- 
caps Under Which Firms Located 


There Labor — Bryan Lathrop’s

Tue TrisuNne’s plan for a boulevard con- 
nection between the north and south sides 
of the city has aroused much interest and 
discussion in real estate circles, both because 
of its bearing on values in the ‘interested dis- 
trict, and the probability that it will, if car- 
ried through, exercise a potent influence in 
hastening the general removal of the whole- 
sale trade from the pocket district, of which 
Michigan avenue, north from Randolph 
street, forms an important part. - 

That the wholesale trade now there event- 
ually will move to some other part of the 
city better adapted for its business needs has 
been the opinion of real estate men for a 
long time past. In fact, several removals 
have already taken place during the last few 
years, and it is known that others, among 
them some of the largest concerns in the dis- 
trict, have been for some time past quietly 
looking about for other locations. 

Several reasons, all contributing to better 
facilities and more speedy and economic 
methods of doing business, are behind this 
desire for a‘change. At present the con- 
cerns in that district are handicapped by ex- 
cessive teaming expenses, delay in the trans- 
action of business by reason of their dis- 
tance from railroads, and by the steadily in- 
creasing congested condition of the streets, 
the increasing values of property, and the old 
fashioned character of the buildings occupied 
by them. 

Expense of Teaming. : 

The question of teaming expense alone isa 
most important one, as can be readily un- 
derstood when it is stated that in the case 
of one large concern on Michigan avenue this 
item is said to amount to over $100,000 a year. 
This’ becomes a decided burden when obliged 
to’ compete with concerns which have in a 
large measure overcome this handicap. 

This was the moving cause behind the 
building by Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. 
of their great new warehouse at the north- 
east corner of State and South Water streets. 
They are to employ a river lighterage sys- 
tem in the hauling of their goods, doing away 
largely with the use of teams, and the devel- 
opment of this system which is regarded as 
practically assured means a revolution toa 
large extent in present methods of whole- 
sale. business, especially in the larger lines. 
It means, too, that locations along the river 
will come into demand,‘and that concerns 
like most of those in the pocket district wnder 
discussion will be obliged to move if they 
hope to compete successfully with the more 
progressive concerns. | 

It is a consideration of all these facts that 

posted.real estate men 


fore there is a general movement on the 
part of the wholesale interests into the dis- 
trict west of Fifth a*  -ue and south to Har- 
rison street, west .. ie river, and on the 
west side of the rive., particularly east of 
Halsted street, from Fulton street to Har- 
rison. There are also some desirable loca- 
tions within a few blocks of the river on 
the north side. This territory is not only 
desirable by reason of its proximity te the 
river, but to most of the great railroad sys- 
tems entering the city as well. Property 
values, too, are an inducement as well as 
the better light and air which will be had. | 
As a result these real estate men do not 
believe that the wholesale business now sit- 
uated along Michigan avenue will prove an 
embarrassing factor in conmection with the 
proposed boulevard. That it will move 
eventually from that street, whether boule- 
varded or not, is the firm belief, and that this 
exodus will be materially hastened by the 
proposed evard is also believed because 
of the higher land values which wili obtain. 
It is also the belief that if existing city or- 
dinances were enforced so that Michigan 
avenue could not be used, as now, as.a ship- 
ping yard for firms doing business along that 
street, removal from that locality probably 
would be greatly accelerated. | 


4 Mr. Lathrop’s Views. | 

In connection with the proposed boule- 
verd pian, THe. TRIBUNE is in receipt of 
the following communication from Bryan La- 
thkrop, one of the Lincoln park commis- 
sioners: 

“I think that Tue TrRisuNeE’s plan for a 
surface drive connecting Michigan avenue 
with Lincoln Park boulevard has many ad- 
vantages over a subway or viaduot: There 
ere, however, a great many questions in- 
vcived, and to carry it out In the best way 
requires careful study by an erigineer, an 
architect, and a landscape gardener. 

** Unless the present use of Michigan ave- 
nue by wholesale houses and their lines of 
wWegons can be entirely abandoned, and the 
rorth end of Michigan avenue treated as 
it now is south of Jackson boulevard, it 
would do little good merely to widen the 
street. I should have little hope that merely 
btoulevarding the street would change it, 
from Randolph street to the river, from a 
wholesale street to a retail street. 

“It might be necessary to condemn and 
remove the buildings altogether between 
Michigan avenue and Central avenue, and to 
carry this width through to the river, and 
in this way to make the parkway entirely 
independent of any use to which the west 
side of Michigan avenue may be put. | 

*“*] should anticipate that it would cost 
good deal more to carry out this plan than 
the estimate in last Sunday's TrisuNne, but 
the cost would probably be no more, and it 
might be less, than that of a subway. 

‘‘As to paying the coat of it, I am inclined 
to think that the simplest and most equitab‘e 
method would be by the issue of bonds by 
the south park commissioners and the Lin- 
coln park commissioners, which would, of 
course, have to be authorized by an act of 
the legislature. By this method the cost 
weculd be distributed according to valuation 
over the entire area of the north and south 
divisions, which would be generally bene- 
fiied by the improvement. Truly yours, ©

“Tribune’s” Figures Correct. 
‘If Mr. Lathrop had more'closely examined 
Tur figures. he probably would 
not have said that the cost incident to using 
the entire space between Michigan and Cen- 
tral avenues would be much greater than 
Tue TRIBUNE estimate. | 
Tue TRIBUNE did not attempt to give the 
total cost both land and buildings, «but 
merely ¢ that the land at a liberal esti- 
mate was not worth to exceed $1,500,000. 
There are 1,043 feet of frontage on the east 
side of the avenue north of Randolph street 
te the river, the value of which is placed by 
well posted real estate men at from $1,000 
to $1,500 a front foot. Averaging this at 
$1,250 a foot, a fair estimate, ‘gives $1,305, - 
750, which is below THE TRIBUNE estimate. 
The board of assessors for 1902 placed the 
value of all the improvements on this land

Other babies’ 
friendly societies, under other names and 
titles, have been: variously started. The 
Cradle club, recently formed by certain other 
Hyde Park women, and the similar associa- 
tion attached to a Hyde Park church, were 
both brought into being through the indirect 
efforts of the original Babies’ Friendly work- 
ers. So were the babies’ friendly societies 
fast year started “down south” and in the 
west.

; Fireworks and Noise Produc- 


y. of Various Kinds, - 


HIS fourth of July we have “ money 

to burn,” thanks to the wonderful pros- 
perity that has spread over the coun- 

try and Young America is going to burn 

it with a vengeance. It is reckoned 

that a million dolars’ worth of fireworks will 
be transformed into flame and smoke‘on the 
coming anniversary, and that another million 
will undergo explosive combustion in the 
shape of firecrackers. Of torpedoes, some- 
thirig@, like 500,000,000 will be set off, largely 
by little girls whose prudent parents justly 
regard this kind of miniature bomb as least 
objectionable... It must be said, however, 
that some torpedoes, which are as big as 
- onions and contain dynamite, are exceedingly 

dangerous and at all hagards to be avoided. 

There is a new kind of firecracker called 
the “ mandarin,”’ which comes in huge packs 
of 10,000 to 50,000, all connected by a single 
fuse.._._Perhaps you can imagine the racket 
made by such a bunch when it goes off. Of 
course, these crackers come from China. We 
manufacture great quantities of large sized © 
ones in this country, but all of the small 
crackers are imported from the Flowery 
‘kingdom, and the makers get only 30 cents 
for a box of forty packs. That means nearly 
2,500 firecrackers for the sum mentioned, or 
eighty for a cent. | 
Philadelphia uses more fireworks than any 
other city. New York comes next, then Chi- 
cago, and next St.Louis: The greatest fac- 
tory of rockets and pyrotechnic contrivances 
is on Staten island, and one section of its 
plants is giyen up-to the manufacture of tor- 
pedoes. The first step in making’ common 
torpedoes is to daub large sheets of paper 
with “gobs "’ of a paste composed of an ex- 
mixture. The.paper. is then cut into 
small round pieces, which are rolled up, with

How Fireworks Are Made, _ 

The plant on Staten island is known as the 
“Fireworks farm.” It covers a square mile, 
inclosed by a high board fence to keep out all 
intruders, and scattered about the place are 
about 100 buildings of corrugated iron, floored 
with cement. If one of the buildings blows 
up there is no danger. of involving the others 
in a general disaster. The really dangerous 
part of the work, however, is done in small 
wooden structures, each occupied by only 
oné man and a machine. No great ‘amount 
of ‘gunpowder is kept on hand at any time, 
geo that whatever peril there may be is 
minimized. 

The. processes used in the manufacture of 
fireworks are much more simple tham most 
people suppose. Of materials the three that 
are chief and important are a fine quality of 
strawboard, an explosive compotnd (consist- 
Ing of gunpowder, saltpeter, and charcoal), 
and tissue paper. The strawboard is used 
for making the tubes and cases, which are 
filled with the compound and finally covered 
with the tissue paper. In the construction 
of the so-calléd “ set pieces’’ hundreds of 
such tubes are put together, being nailed to 
a frame and connected by a continuous fuse. 
Each fourth of July demands new designs in 
get pieces, ands swmé of them this year cost 
as high as $600. | 

The beginning of a set piece is a drawing, 
which is handed over to a carpenter to be 
reproduced in strips’ of wood fastened to-. 
gether with glue and nails. Thus is produced 
the frame on’ which the tu containing the 
explosive compound are fastened. Various 
chemicals are employed to give different col-: 
ors to the fire, and these are mostly salts of 
metals—copper for blue, barium for green, 
sodium. <for yeHow, calcium for red, and 
strontium for: crimson. The rest is only a 
matter of adjusting the little parcels of fire- | 
stuff and connecting them suitably by fuses. 


Rockets Require Great Skill. 

Rockets require more skill in their manu- 
facture than any other kind of fireworks. 
The pasteboard case must be of a certain 
diameter in proportion to its length, and the 
packing has to be performed with the utmost 
care to insure the proper ascent of the con- 
trivahce and the scattering of its stars or 
whatnot at the precise moment desired. In 
the cylindrical part is the explosive com- 
pound which causes the rocket to rise; the. 
conical top is separate and contains the stars 
or whatever else is to make the display. It 
is necessary that the explosive compound 
shall Be burned through just at the moment 
when the rocket has reached its highest point 
so that the’stars or goidén rain may be dis- 
charged with the effectiveness necessary to 
make the spectators say “ O!”’ 

The stars are little packets made of various 
compositions sodas to produce fire of different 
colors when ignited But within the last few 

. years makers of pyrotechnics in this country 
have enormously. improved in their art, and 
in no branch of it have they progressed so 
much as in the manufacture of rockets. 
Rockets that liberate parachutes, each car- 
rying a brilliant star as it floats aloft, are 
already familiar, and so likewise are those 
whieh throw out flaming goldey clouds that 
drop. streams of fiery rain. .The whistling 
rocket ascends to.an immense height and dis- | 
Plays Chinese dragons flying through the 
air, accompanied by a loud whistling which 
can be heard for miles. 

any people, doubtless, have wondered how 
high rockets go in their ascent skyward. Of 
course’ ‘this* depends mainly upon the kind 
and quality of the firework, but it will suffice 
to say that 600 feét of vertical extent is about 
the limit..To the eye of the observer, when: 
the fiery. stream Shoots. on high in the night, 
the elevation attained seems fully twice that. 

The tevolving dragon rocket discharges 
fiery dragons, which remain suspended in the 
air and swing in circles in the midst of col- 
ored fires. These fiery dragons, which hiss 


" as they dash through the air, leaving flaming 


trails behind them, are quite new and de- 
Sidedly impressive. Another kindof rocket 
Peleases simultaneously seven balloons, each 
Carrying variegated signal stars, which float 
about and burn in changing colors. A dozen 
of this sort cost $144. One can spend a lot 
of money on a few fireworks nowadays.

“When the conference submitted the 
amended bill to the parliament we hoped our 


| friends would tnsist on having the suffrage 


clause reinserted, but, alas! out of the fifty- 
four members pledged to its support only 
twenty-four voted to have this done. It is 
but one more illustration of what we all 
‘know 80 well, that women’s interests will al- 
ways go by the board when the question of 
expediency comes up. It has been a great 
throwback to us, and we feel intensely in- 
dignant that Victoria, which was the home 
of the woman suffrage movement in Austral- 
asia, should be so hopelessly behind the other 
states In this reform. Some of our oppo- 
nents recognize the absurdity of denying us 
the state suffrage when we possess the fed- 
eral vote, but the members of the upper house 
are proof against any appeal to reason and 
intrench themselves behind their privileges. 

“This same government, which rejected 
woman suffrage after pledging itself at the 
polis to support it, introduced and carried 
a bill practically disfranchising all civil 
| servants (officeholders) by 
them separate representation in the lower 
house, so that of the sixty-eight members of 
this body the civil servants of the whole 
state of Victoria can vote foronly two. Had 
‘the woman suffrage bill passed the votes of 
the women in the families of these civil 
servants would have largely nullified their 
separate representation. It is thought by 
many that these two matters are closely 
allied, and that the result will be that the 
civil servants will cast in their lot with the 
labor party and, to a great extent, with the 
-suffragists, az they are now almost as polit- 
deally nonexistent as the women of the 

state.”’ 

The women of Victoria are being sacrificed 
to political exigencies just as those of the 
United States have been these many years. 
When a sacrifice is demanded, naturally it 
will be found in a disfranchised class which 
cannot retaliate. The assembly, or lower 
Jjhouse, which is elected by popular vote, has 


times by increasing majorities, but it Is al- 
ways defeated in the council, which is partly 
-appointed by the crown and partly elected 
by a few of the so-called upper classes, many 
of its members holding their seats for life. 
As in all such cases it stands as an unyield- 


hing obstruction to progressive measures, and 


it is especially opposed to-~lacing any more 
‘power in the hands of the common people, 
which is the result of every extension of the 
suffrage. The ussembly in its struggle for 
the rights of these people is so handicapped 
by the opposition of this upper house that it 
is perhaps not qurprising that it is obliged 
to regort to unworthy compromises. 


Scant Care for Women Prisoners. 

Accompanying the letter referred to above 
was the report of the committee appointed by 
the National Council of Women to investi- 
gate the conditions surrounding women p 
oners in the police stations and lockups of 
Melbourne in order to show the necessity 
for police matrons. In its fifty-eight po 
stations there is not one matron. There are, 
however, a number of “ searchers,” the head 
of whom receives $100 a year, seven others 
‘$60, and the rest “two and six per search.”

Do not fathers feel any obliga- - 
tion to protect unfortunate women and 
‘children for the sake of those in their own 
household? Until recent years women 
every where have been absolutely barred from | 
investigation into any of the conditions exist- 
ing in municipalities, and even now their in- 
vestigations are considered an intrusion and 
made as difficult as possible. There is not 
one place in which they have attempted to 
secure police matrons, so far as known, 
where they have not encountered the extreme 
hostility of the men in power, and especially 
of thé police force itself. In New York, for 
example, the women secured a bill for police 
matrons in 1862, but Gov. Cornell refused to 
} sign it. In 1883 they tried again, and the. 
police department of New York sent a lobby 
to defeatit. In 1887 one was again obtained, 
‘but it was not made mandatory, and no atten-_ 
tion was paid toit. It was not until 1892 that 
the combined efforts of the Women’s Prison 
association, the W. C. T. U., the State Suf- 
frage association, and various other organ- 
izations succeeded in getting a law which 
was made mandatory in all cities of over 
100,000 inhabitants. Bven then the police 
commissioners of New York City refused to 
} appoint matrons until the matter was taken 
up by the Suffrage league. 

Now, what was the objection to matrons 
who would care for women and children? 
Is that a task so pleasing that men are re- 
luctant to shareit? Why is it left to women 
to plead for these reforms in municipal gov- 
ernment in the Common interest of human- 
ity? Why, Pg, they undertake this self- 
imposed task every possible hindrance | 
placed in their way?

Add to the furnishing of your nursery a small table. An 
ordinary kitchen table, with a few inches sawed off ite legs 
will do, although one that is lighter and more easily han- 
dled is better. The only real requisite is that it be oblong 
and large enough to hold the baby. | 

When it is time for the bath draw the. table up cozily to 
the open fire, tf the day is chill enough to warrant a fire.

Keep the handles of the oars as close 
together as you can and pull them close over the knees. 


How to Begin a Stroke. .

Lay the circles on the floor, as shown 
in small diagram “A.” Each player has nine firecrackers, The players stand at a 
convenient distance from the circles... The players have two objects in view. First, 
to see who can explode the most firecrackers, that is, throw them on the circle 
marked “ explode;” and, second, to see who can capture the most squibs.
